Papers Paid a Big Commission foe 
Publishing th* Philadelphia Delin- 


quent Mercantile Tax Lists. 


Oct. 
13.—The state 


treasury investigating committee, ap- 
pointed by the senate and house of rep 
resontatives, met yesterday forenoon 
and resumed their investigation. The 
first witness 
was Col. Clayton Mc- 


Mlchael, of the North American. He 
was examined as to the payments made 
l>y his paper of 40 per cent, rebate on 
the delinquent mercantile tax adver- 
tising-. He admitted that his paper 
paid such a rebate. No commission, 
however, ho said, was paid to Audltor- 
Oenural McCamant or anyone repre 
senting him or to anyone whom he sus- 
pected or had cause to believe was i 
public official. 
He, however, declined 


to state whether the commission was 
paid to II. M. Umffen an employe o 
,the auditor general's office, and he fur 
'thor said ho would decline to answe 


any questions relating to his private 
business. 
"Was there any conversation wit] 


Kaidsley or McCamant in relation tc 
the rebates ?" 


"No" 
"With anyone representing them?' 
"No." 
"Witli any one ?" 
"Yes," answered Col. McMichacl, bu 


he refused to state who it wiu>, on tli 
ground that it was private business. 


Attorney-General llensel then again 


asked the witness to whom he paid the 
money and requested Chairman Smith 
to order the witness to answer it. 


Lawyer Heverin, Col. McMichacl's 


counsel, objected to this question on 
the ground that it concerned private 
business, and said it would be unjust to 
ask them in view of the legal proceed- 
ings which had been begun. 


The- committee 'retired for consulta- 


tion and upon their return Chairman 
bmith said: 
"I desire to say that the committee 


has unanimously instructed me to ask, 
41 rat, to whom did you pay a commis- 
sion on mercantile taxes in 1889 and 


"I decline to answer," replied Col. 


MoMiclinel, on the ground that it is 
private business. 


After further discussion the commit- 


tee agreed to go into executive session 
nnd consider the matter at some future 
time.

and 18U1. Ho testified that ho agreed 
to pay -10 per cent, in the event he goi 
the advertising. lie received it and 
paid a commission of 10 per cent, for it.

cantile advertising several years, and 
that he paid the commission iu oas^i. 


While Capt Cook was testifying a 


special messenger from tho postofllce 
came into the room, bringing with him 
the missing stenographic notes of tho 
proceedings of the committee. They 
had been forwarded by James Burke, 
the former s'cnographor of the com- 
mission, from Ann Arbor, Mich., and 
had boon delayed at Harrisburg, from 
whence they were forwarded. 


At the conclusion of Capt. Cook's ex- 


amination the commission adjourned to 
moot this evening at 9:30 o'clock in 
Harrisburg. 


PRISON REFORM. 


[eetlnir ot the national Prison Belor» 
A»oolatlon In Plttlburzk Yeaterday. 
Pn-TSBUBGTi, Pa., Oct. 13.—Yesterday 


jorning's session of the National Prison 
ssociation was the beginning of busl- 
ess sessions of the congress. When 
resident Hays opened the congress in 
Jarnegie hall 'upwards ol 150 delegates 
and members were present. 


President Huys spoke briefly, con- 


gratulating the delegates npon the op- 
jortunity to assemble for the purpose 
>f devising means for bettering the cor- 
•cctive facilities of prisons and recla- 
mation of the inmates. 


The report of the committee on 
'criminal law reform" was called for. 
Tudge Francis Wayland, of Yale col- 
egc, 
Charles H. Eecve, of Indiana, and 


Elenderson M. Somerville, constituted 
the committee. 


Judge Wayland read an exhaustive 


report on the subject, which is recog- 
nized the country over by reformers, 
benevolent and charitable societies as 
perhaps the key-note to the reforma- 
tion and saving of the rising and fu- 
ture generations, and, therefore, the 
most complete preventive of tho com- 
mittal of misdemeanors in crime. The 
judge had but little faith in compulsory 
education as a means of reforming 
children of the degraded and criminal 
classes. Reform schools are the places 
for that class. lie maintained that the 
rights of the state are supreme over 
those of the parents. Hereditary and 
association are the principal causes of 
the degradation of children and of 
maturer age. While the courts have 
the power of chancery, that power is 
seldom invoked, because through sym- 
pathy or fear of revenge no one takes 
the responsibility of transplanting the 
future criminal from the incubator of 
vice. 


The speaker referred at length to 


the laws of Indiana, Michigan and 
Connecticut, by which boards of chil- 
dren's guardians were empowered to 
nice charge of children under 0 years 
)f age, as a long stride forward. But 
here was yet a missing link, lie argued 
or the establishment 
of temporary 


icinea, properly offlceied, whose duty 
t shall bo to see that the offspring of 
dissolute parents are placed within 
hesc homes. He believed that per- 
manently dependent poor should be 
bent to the workhouses and that these 
should be separated; that marriage of 
this class should not be allowed, except 
inder evidence satisfactory to the mag- 
strato that the parties are able to 
rapport themselves and their offspring. 


A discussion of the question "IIow 


ihall-tho Children of Vicious or Crim- 
.nal Parents be Prevented from lie- 
coining Criminals" followed in ton-min- 
.ite speeches. 


Severn! delegates spoke on the ques- 


tion and commended the points in 
Tudge Wayland's report 


During tho discussion Rev, Father 
lonevine, of St. Paul's cathedral, spoke 
eloquently upon the sanctity of the 
home, and strongly opposed any meas- 
ure of law which empowered the of- 
ficial foot to cross the domestic thres- 
hold to interfere between parent and 
child. This caused a sensation, nnd a 
battle of questions and answers be- 
tween the priest and certain delegates 
followed. 


Father Conevine 
qualified his re- 


marks by excepting the homes of 
known criminals and criminals resorts. 


The sentiment generally expressed 


was that homes should be provided for 
the protection of the children of crlm- 
!nrl and dissipated parents, especially 
for children undo 6 years of ago. 


The congress adjomned for dinner. 
Yesterday afternoon the delegates 


went on an excursion down the Ohio 
river 
They stopped at the western 


penitentiary nnd were shown through 
the institution by Warden Wright. 


Ex-President Hayes presided at the 


evening session. Papers were read by 
Jos. Nicholson, president of the Ward- 
ens' association and superintendent of 
tho house of correction of Detroit on 
The Identification of Prisoners."

The proviso under which President 
Harrison has been acting is contained 
in the tariff of 1890, section B, schedule 
N: 'With a view to securing- recipro- 
cal trade with countries producing the 
articles named therein and for this pur- 
pose, on and after the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1893, whenever and so often as

unreasonable, he shall have the power 
and it shall be his duty to suspend, by 
proclamation to that effect, tho provis-

product, or export from such desig- 
nated country as follows: All sugar 
not above No. IS Dutch standard, all 
tank bottoms, syrups of cane juice or 
beet juice, molade, testing by the po- 
lariscope not above 75 degrees, 7-10 of 
one cent per pound, and for every ad- 
ditional degree or fraction of a degree 
2 1-10 of one cent per pound additional. 
All sugars above No. 18, Dutch stand- 
ard, in color, shall be classified by the 
Dutch standard of color and pay duty 
as follows, viz: All sugar above No. 
13 and not above No. 10 Dutch stand- 
ard ot color 1 8-8 cents per pound; all 
sugar above No. 16 and not above No. 
20 Dutch standard, 2 cents per pound.' " 


"Under this section the president, 


about January 1, can impose the duty 
on German beot sugar, which finds an 
extensive market here. Germany has 
been especially anxious to make a 
treaty, since one has been made with 
Spain to allow 
Cuban sugars and 


other products to come in. Up to Jan- 
uary 1 the United -States can do noth- 
ing in the matter, but Germany at 
once saw its advantage in making a 
treaty now, bo that it can go into effect 
on the first of tho year. 
Count Von 


Mumul began negotiations 
with the 


state department and through Secre- 
tary Rusk and Gen. J. M. Foster, act- 
ing for the state department, the treaty 
has been brought to a successful com- 
pletion. 
"It was signed last inpnth at Sara- 


toga, when Gen. Foster'and Count Von 
Mumm had an unexpected and hurried 
visit to the place when President Har- 
rison was there, as the guest of Mr. 
Arkcll. Tho papers at fhat time mixed 
up Gen. Foster with Secretary Foster 
and made the visit apoar as one to con- 
sult on bonds. Your correspondent at 
that time corrected the error in these 
dispatches and stated that Gen. Foster 
had gone on reciprocity business. 


"One proviso in the treaty, which has 


prevented the publication of the treaty 
and which will perhaps delay the pro- 
mulgation of the full contents, is that 
Germany claims the right to first an- 
nounce the signing and promulgation 
of tho treaty. At present German boot 
sugar comes in this country free under 
the new tariff law, and nothing can 
prevent it until January 1, when the 
president is given power to shut it 
off, 


on the ground that Germany imposes 
duties on agricultural aad other pro- 
ducts of the United States, which in 
view of free introduction of such sugar, 
etc., 
into the United States, ho deems 


to be radically unequal and unreason- 
able, 
and therefore 
suspends by 


proclamation the provision granting a 
free entry of German sugar. 


"Just at this time, Germany, with 


its short wheat crop, finds that a free 
entry of cereals from the United States 
will be beneficial, and besides she must 
have n market for her various beet 
sugar output. The majority of her ex- 
ports are to the United States and 
Cuba. 
The new treaty prohibiting 


these from coming into America will 
lose Germany her best market, and so 
she is obliged, in order to save herself, 
to make the present agreement with 
the United States." 


The Pan-fiepubllo Cong-rue. 


PHlLADFLrmjk, Oct. 18.—The meet- 


ing of delegates for the organization of 
the Pan-Eepubllc congress and Human 
Freedom league was called to order at 
the state house "by Persifer Frazer, 
chairman of the local committee, at 10 
a, m. Rev. W. C. Koberts offered a 
prayer, after which Gov. Pattison de- 
livered the following address of wel- 
come to the state of Pennsylvania: 


MH. PKE8IDINT AHD MBMBEH8 OF THE PAS- 


REPUBLIC CONOIUSSH—I bid you welcome to 
Pennsylvania. It was a vory wise and ex- 
tremely approprlato suggestion which led 
to tlio selection of this elate (or yonr moot- 
Ings. It must have been Inspired by motives 
truly patriotic. Tho pages ot history do 
not reveal R place more hallowed by 
association with tho cause of humanity. 
Hero within a stone's throw. In Carpenters' 
hall, mot tho congress ol 1774, and asserted 
their rights to the enjoyment ol life, liberty 
and fortune; declared the people to bo tho 
source of authority, and laid tho foundation 
of a government based upon freedom and 
equality. 
Within the walls of this old building was 


kindled tho flame of freedom that Is yet 
destined to light the world. From Ita towor 
rang out tho sound of the bell proclaiming 
"Liberty throughout all tlio laud, uuto all 
the Inhabitants thereof." Hero rested the 
romulna of tho groat emancipator, Abraham 
Lincoln, when borne to tho place of burial. 
The car of the true patriot oan not fall to 
here discern tho sound of tho voices and tlio 
fall of tho footsteps of Washington, Adams, 
Jefferson, Franklin, Henry, Hancock and 
their iloblo associates. With each Insplru 
tlon the members of tho congress will bo 
doubly equipped for the task before them. 


A distinguished American orator has said 
that "\ve Inhabit a country which has boon 
signalized In the »~roat history ot freedom " 
Wo live under forms of government more 
fuvoruble to Its diffusion than any which Is 
elsewhere known. After trial wo nro pro- 
pared to oHor tbo nations ol the earth the 
success of a numerous people organized on 
the principle of the political equality of all 
the citizens. 
I would not dlsturh the peace of oven a 


detestable despotism. But If an abused anil 
oppressed people want their freedom, If 
they seek to establish It; It, In truth, they 
have established It, wo have n right as n 
sovereign power to notice that fact, and to 
act as circumstances and our Interest re- 
quire. 
May your work eventuate In bringing tho 


world to tt knowledge ot their bonoflts ho 
brighter crown could adorn, the twentieth 
centuary than the triumph of such a cause. 
As tho fifteenth and sixteenth centuries wuro 
periods of discovery, tho seventeenth and 
eighteenth of reformation and tho nineteenth 
of Invention, may we Indulge tho hope that 
the twentieth may be distinguished by tho 
political freedom of mankind. 
Should this desire be realized, then this 


meeting of the Pan-Republic congress In 
1691 will be to future generations what tlio 
congress of 1771 was to American Inde- 
pendence. Columbus gave a continent; 
may tho Pan-Hopubllc congress give a 
world-wide republic. In this cause you 
have tho support of 09,000,000 people, none, 
however, more enthusiastic than tho 5,000.000 
ctPennsylvaiilans. In thelrnamel bespeak 
for you a successful convention. 


Mayor Stuart then, on behalf of the 


local committee and in the name of the 
people of Philadelphia as their chief ex- 
ecutive, extended to the delegates a 
most hearty welcome, with the earnest 
hope and desire that the deliberations 
of the body would bo attended by such 
result as would not only reflect credit 
and honor upon themselves, but would 
also be of everlasting benefit to their 
fellow-men. 


In the evening another meeting was 


hold at the Academy of Mu9lc. Prayer 
was offered by Rev. W. IX. Vicker, D.D., 
and address made by Eev. Bishop John 
J. Keene, D.D., rector of the Catholic 
university, Washington; Rev. Edward 
Everett llale and A. K. McClure. 


The Human Freedom league was or- 


ganized at tho afternoon session by tho 
appointment of a committee on organ- 
ization consisting of one member from 
each state. A white flag was adopted 
as the ensign of the league. In the 
center of tho flag is placed the names of 
different nations of the world, each 
country in which a branch of the 
league' is located using its own flag for 
the center. A number of addresses 
were made. A mass meeting- was held 
at the Academy of Music this evening. 
Devotional exercises, music and ad- 
dresses made up the programme. The 
attendance was small, but what it 
lacked in numbers was made up in tho 
enthusiasm displayed. 


CEASED TO BE A JOKE. 


The Prosecution of tbo Omaha 


Lynohers for Murder 


BEGINNING TO BE 4 SERIOUS MATTER. 


Those Who Boasted of Their Participa- 


tion Becoming Quite Reticent—The 


Cases to be Zealously Prosecuted 


to the End. 


OMAHA, «Jeb., Oct. 13.—County At- 


torney Mahoney took another surpris- 
ing turn in the Smith lynching ease 
yesterday. 'It was believed that he 
was simply making a bluff lor a show 
of doing something, but ho expressed 
the intention ol prosecuting the men 
arrested charged with murder to tho 
end, and when tho coroner's ifiqucst 
was begun yesterday 
afternoon he 


came in with a request that it be post- 
poned until October 22. He desired to 
get done with the preliminary hearings 
ol the men now under arrest before 
the inquest should begin. The police 
are out with warrants and it is safe 
to say that fully fifty more men will 
be arrested charged with murder be- 
fore the week is out. The people who 
laughingly acknowledged having been 
in the crowd Friday night ire now ex- 
tremely reticent. 


The county attorney admitted that it 


was unusual to postpone an inquest un- 
til after tho preliminary hearing ol 
suspected parties, but stated that he 
believed it expedient in this case. Tho 
preliminary hearing ol the lynehers 
has been set lor next Thursday.and the 
county attorney did not believe he 
eould get through the inquest by that 
time in case he proceeded. 


"People who believe," said Mr. Mu- 


loney, that is all a matter ol form will 
find themselves greatly mistaken. If 
they think I am trying a bluff game, 
let thorn wait and see. I want tho in- 
quest postponed because the men in 
jail arc entitled to a speedy hearing, 
and the inquest, which I expect will 
last for several days, would interfere 
with that. I think the preliminary 
hearing will take a week." 


A 
post 
mortem examination ol 


Smith's body was made Monday after- 
noon by Coroner Harrigan and Dr. Al- 
lison.- They lonnd tho neclc broken be- 
tween the first and second and third 
vertebrae, and partially broken be- 
tween the third and fourth. There are 
no injuries to the vital organs and no 
traco'of external bruises. 


Tho results of the lynching are 


many, one being n scandal unong 
police circles, tho mayor having de- 
clared that he warned tho chief ol 
police in ample time to have the jail 
protected, while the chief assorts an 
exact contrary.

facts there are people who have been so 
misinformed as to argue thnt tho eman- 
cipation of the slaves was due to the 
Abolition party, when the facts are that 
the Abolition party never freed a single 
slave. This gro.it work was done by the 
conservative people who carried bayonets 
nmlor the leadership of Abraham Lin- 
coln, none ot whom were even in sym- 
pathy with the radical, impractical und 
revolutionary notions of the third party 
Abolitionists, Borne of the leaders of 
which were guilty of burning the consti- 
tution to show thoir contempt for it.

high. Last evening at 
7:30 o'clock, 


while the moon was shining, casting a 
shadow in the Britton yard near the 
houais, Mr. Button stepped out of doora 
within fifteen feet of the hedge. He 
stood there for awhile, and jnat as he 
wasin the ant of turning around to re- 
enter the house there came a sudden 
flash of a revolver from the opposite of 
the hedge,,the report causing Mr. Brit- 
ton to jump as if shot. He plainly heard 
the singing of the bullet as it passed 
him, and he turned quickly and looked 
toward the spot from whence the report 
came. He siiw a dark object behind the 
hedge in ft stooping posture and moving 
rapidly. Thinking perhaps that more 
bullets would be fired, Mr. Britton ran 
for the house, to find his family greatly 
startled. Miss Blackburn, who is in the 
employ of the family, was in the act of 
raising the window to leurn the cause of 
the firing, and when Mr. B. entered in a 
high state of excitement, the entire fam- 
ily was aroused and a short period of 
terror prevailed. 


GOT HIS REVOIjVEB. 


Mr. Britton at once secured hia revolver' 


intending to go ont and pursue the 
would-be murderer; but Mrs. Britton 
clung to her husband, and prevented his 
immediate return to the hedge fence. 
When he did get outside no truce ot the 
cowardly assassin could be found; there 
were no tracks discernible, became there 
is H pasture on the opposite side of the 
hedge. 
Mr. Britton returned to the 


house, and after ,the excitement had 
subsided he examined his clothing. 


nOLIiET HOLES. 


The examination was not calculated to 


quiet the nerves of Mr, Brittou. He 
found that the bullet which had been 
fired nt him from ambush with murderous 
intent had just grazed the front of hia 
veet, tearing off a button and going 
through the left side of his coat. Kad he 
not turned slightly when the revolver was 
fired, the bullet would certainly have 
buried iteelt in his body in the region of 
the abdomen. His discovery of the close 
shave he had for his life made it ft sleep- 
less night for Mr. Britton and his family, 
and this morning the farmer, who did 
not think he had an enemy in the town- 
ship, went to Mt. Zmn to take the sii 
o'clock train for Deoatur.

The Seventh Illinois Cavalry was 


organized at Camp Butler and was mus- 
tered into service for thrde years October 
13th, 1861. The companies were from all 
parts of the state—A from Paris, Van- 
dalia, Montioello, DeWitt, Normal and 
other points; B from Polo, Buffalo, Elk- 
horn, Durnnd, Chicago, Quincy, Shelby- 
ville; 0 from Mendota, Amboy, Diion 
and other points in the northern part of 
the state; D from Knot county and ad- 
jacent towns; E. from Grayville and 
vicinity; F from Vandalia, Belleville, 
Salem and Greenville; G from New Ha- 
ven, Shnwneetown, Oarmi and adjacent 
towns; H from Shelbyville, Mattoon, Be- 
ment, Jacksonville, Ramsey, Normal and 
other towns; I from Deoatar, Lincoln, 
Whentland, Niantio, Maoon, JBlooming- 
ton and other points; K from Canton and 
Knox county; L from Bushnell and adja- 
oant towns; M from Red Bud largely, 
and unasaigned reoruits from various 
points. The first brush at fighting was 
in the spring of '6?, when the regiment 
captured a battery of steel breech-loading 
guna from the famous Jeff Thompson at 
New Madrid, Mo. It did valiant service 
in guarding railroad property. At the 
battle of Inka the regiment lost forty 
ofiloers and men, and all through the war 
the Seventh distinguished itself by weeks 
of endurance and hard fighting, It was 
brigaded with the Second Iowa grader 
Colonel B. H. Grierson, and was in 
"Grierson's Raid," famous in war history. 
The regiment was in the service four 
yoars and three months, and was mus- 
tered out at Camp Butler on November 
17, 1865. The regimental officers were:

Tho Ecumenical Mothodlst Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The afternoon 


session of tlie Ecumenical Methodist 
couference yesterday was devoted to 
essays on the religioua press and the re- 
ligious use of the secular press. 


Rev, 
II. P. Hughes, of the London 


Mission, Wesleyan Methodist church, 
was the essayist of the afternoon. Ho 
spoke of the origin and obscurity of 
the press and of Its gigantic growth. 
The earliest English journal, ho said, 
was a small 
pamphlet printed in 


the 
time 
of 
James 
I. 
He 


spoke 
of 
the 
enterprise 
of 


the great journals and the expense 
connected with them and the profits of 
journalism. 
The religious press, lie 


said, should work for Christ and not 
for gain. Newspapers, he added, have 
an ambition to influence public opin- 
ion. Every editor has opinions and en- 
deavors to convince his readers to hia 
way of thinking. The power of jour- 
nalism when used on the right side. Is 
immense. Religions journalism ought 
not identify itself with politics, but 
should hold aloof from political bond- 
age, so it could regard all questions 
from a religious standpoint 


In conclusion he said that the church 


had learned much from secular Journal- 
ism and hoped they would learn much 
more from them, and If united, could 
do much toward hastening this build- 
Ing ol that city ol justice, purity and 
piety in which there would be no room 
lor sin or minery.
